PREFACE 

In  compiling  the  Brown  Marsh  Church  records  no  attempt  to  write  a  history 
of  the  church  has  been  made,  as  that  has  been  very  ably  done  by  others. 

These  records  are  made  available  for  their  historical  and  genealogical 
value  to  those  whose  families  are  connected  with  the  Brown  Marsh  Church,  and 
to  those  who  are  interested  in  Bladen  County  and  her  people,  past,  present  and 
future . 

The  records  from  the  Session  Books  have  been  abstracted  only  for  names, 
dates  and  other  data  of  historical  interest.  The  records  were  copied,  as  far 
as  possible,  exactly  as  they  appear  on  the  original  records. 

The  gravestone  records  were  copied  some  years  ago.  There  have  been  others 
buried  since,  in  both  the  Brown  Marsh  and  the  Clarkton  cemeteries.  It  is  my 
desire  that  this  book  will  be  used  to  record  these  additional  grave  stone 
records  among  its  pages. 

I  hope  that  the  publication  of  these  old  records  will  be  the  means  of 
helping  many  a  person  find  long  wished  for  data  on  an  old  ancestor,  or  a  bit 
of  the  history  of  Bladen  County  not  otherwise  available.

Daniel  McKeithan,  Elder  in  this  Church  Departed  this  life  on  Saturday  twelve 
o'clock  being  the   9th  of  May  1829  and  in  the  79th  year  of  his  age  -  was  decently 
deposited  in  his  silent  Tomb  on  Munday  next  with  respect  to  his  Character  he  was 
an  honest  and  upright  man  walking  in  the  love  and  fear  of  God  -  useful  in  Church 
and  all  around  him.

I83O  and  decently  laid  in  the    silent  grave  on  the  evening  of  the  next  day 


John  Taylor,  Elder  in  this  (Shurch,  Departed  this  life  on  Wednesday  night  being  the 
27  June  1832  in  the  86th  year  of  his  age  -  his  remains  was  deposited  in  the   silent 
grave  on  the  next  Morning  following.     Although  no  person  in  this  life  is  without 
failures  he  was  as  much  so  as  any  on  this  corner  of  Gods  graveyard  -  his  character 
as  an  officer  in  the  Church  stood  four   square  as  no  waverer,   if  he  erred  it  must 

have  been  through  want  of  knowledge  or  weakness  -  he  was  what  may  be  called  a 

Presbyterian  Christian. 

Mary  the  wife  of  Dougald  McKeithan  Departed  this  life  on  Monday  the   3rd  of 
September    1832  and  in  the  fortieth  year   of  her  age  and   thirteen  of  them  spent 
within  the  bonds  of  wedlock.     The  Remains  of  said  Mary  was  decently  laid  away 
in  her   silent  grave  on  the  evening  of  the  next  Day.     Her  funeral  was  very  solemn..., 
with  the  Revd.  William  Brobston  and  many  other  well  behaved  people  besides  a  number 
of  friends  and  relatives  to  whom  she     was  near  &  dear.     She  lived  a  pious  life 
living  always  in  the  love  and  fear  of  God  to  the  end  of  her  days.

BROWN  MARSH  PRESBYTERIAN  CHORCH 

The  oldest  known  Presbyterian  Church  in  Bladen  County  is  Brown  Marsh. 

The  exact  date  of  its  organization  is  not  definitely  known,  however  the  Colonial 

Records  of  North  Carolina  tells  that  the  Rev.  Hugh  McAden  mentions  as  having 

preached  one  evening  at  the  courthouse  in  Bladen  County,  and  the  following 

Sabbath  at  Esquire  McNeill's.  This  was  in  1756.  Esquire  McNeill  lived  in  the 

vicinity  of  the  Brown  Marsh. 

The  following  items  have  been  taken  from  the  oldest  Session  Book  now 

in  existence  and  are  here  recorded  for  their  historical  and  genealogical  value. 

"A  Session  Book  for  the  Brown  Marsh  Congregation  April  12th,  1796. 
Elders  orclvlned  in  the  Marsh  Congregation  by  The  Rev^  Colin  Lindsey,  viz: 
Doagald  Blue,  John  Taylor,  Alexander  MacColl,  Dan^  MacKeithan,  Daniel  Taylor, 
John  Barrah,  George  KacEhe,  Robert  MacCuen,  Archd  MacBride,  Dan-'-  MacCallum, 
John  Campbell,  Jas.  Clardy, 

State  of  North  Carolina,  Brown  Marsh  Congregation 

A  fair  and  accurate  Journal  of  all  matters  transacted  in  the  Session  of  said 
Congregation  from  the  time  the  Revd  SanA  Stanford  became  stated  Pastor  in  said 
Church  &c 

Elders  ordained  by  the  Rev^  Sam-'-  Stanford  and  elected  by  the  unanimous  vote 
of  said  Congregation  set  apart  to  the  office  of  Ruling  Elders  and  on  the  2d 
of  October  179?  were  regularly  ordained  and  recd  into  the  Session,  viz: 
Duncan  MacColl,  James  Campbell  and  John  McKay. 

November  7th,  1795.  A  Session  was  selected  from  different  congregations  mod- 
erated by  the  Revd  Angus  Maclean  and  Colin  Lindsey.  Elders,  selected  from 
Black  River,  Robert  MacMillan,  Robert  Henney,  William  Robeson,  Archd  Cook, 
from  Cumberland,  Gilbert  Macl.rtyre,  from  Richmond,  Daniel  Carmichael,  from 
Robeson,  John  Jonson,  James  Stevens,  Dougald  MacLochlon. 

In  September  1796  a  general  examination  was  held  through  the  congregation  in 
three  different  places  on  queries  taken  from  Exodus  and  the  three  first  chapters 
of  the  Confession  of  Faith  by  the  Rev.  Samuel  Stanford  prior  to  the  administra- 
tion of  the  Sacrament  which  was  not  administered  for  want  of  assistence  in  the 
Gaelic  language, 

August  1798 Sacrament  administered  by  the  Revd  Samuel  Stanford  with  the 

assistance  of  the  Rev^  Angus  McDearmid, 

January  1799  at  the  request  of  Mr.  Archd  Blue  Session  met  at  John  Campbell,  Senior^ 

June  1799.  In  a  full  Session  it  was  agreed  upon, conformable  to  a  former  Rule 
that  no  one  formerly  being  a  member  or  residing  more  than  one  year  within  the 
Marsh  Congregation  shall  hereinafter  be  admitted  to  Church  privileges  unless  he 
become  a  subscriber  to  or  above  five  shillings  per  annum  for  the  support  of  the 
Gospel  unless  their  circumstances  be  such  as  to  render  them  unable. 

May  1802  the  Sacrament  of  the  Lord's  Supper  was  administered  at  the  Brown  Marsh 
by  the  Revd  Colin  Lindsey  having  for  his  assistance  the  Rovd  Kurdock  McMillan. 
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June  1810  The  Rev*1  William  B.  Meroney  a  Licentiate  belonging  to  the  Presbytery 
of  Orange  was  called  to  the  care  of  the  Brown  Marsh  Congregation. 

November  1810  the  Revd  William  B.  Meroney  was  ordained  Pastor  of  the  Brown  Marsh 
Congregation  by  our  intermediate  Presbytery  composed  of  Messers  L.  Turner, 
Malcolm  McNair,  Samuel  Stanford,  Murdock  MacMillan,  William  Paisley,  John 
Maclntyre , . 

March  lUth  1812  Duncan  MacColl  was  appointed  Clerk  to  the  Session  whose  business 
is  to  keep  a  record  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Session  and  a  register  of  Baptisms 
and  deaths  in  the  congregation. 

Feb.  13th  1813.  The  no.  of  souls  thats  been  Baptized  in  the  Marsh  congregation 
since  March  1812  untill  Feb.  l6th  1813  at  16  and  the  number  of  deaths  within 
the  congregation  and  term  are  2. 

The  Revd  William  B.  Meroney  who  was  ordained  pastor  of  the  Brown  Marsh  Congrega- 
tion on  the  10th  of  November  1810  departed  the  said  congregation  on  ll^th  of  Feb. 
1813  and  moved  to  Caswell  county. 

Dec.  13,  1813.  The  Session  of  the  Marsh  congregation  agredd  with  the  Rev^  Samuel 
Stanford  for  his  clerical  services  for  the  term  of  one  year  viz :  once  a  month 
the  third  of  said  services  to  be  on  the  Sabbath. 

March  20th  l8Hu  The  sacrament  of  the  Lord's  Supper  was  administered  at  the 
Brown  Marsh  Chapel  by  the  Revd  samuel  Stanford  and  the  Rev^  Robert  Tate. 

May  22nd  l8llu  Session  ...agreed  with  Revd  John  D.  MacFarland  for  part  of 

his  time  in  the  Gospel  ministry  for  the  term  of  one  year  viz:  every  fourth  Sabbath, 

On  the  29th  of  October  l8lii  John  K.  Blue  and  Dan1  Shaw  was  ordained  Ruling 
Elders  in  the  Marsh  Congregation  by  the  Revd  Sam1  Stanford  &  recd  into  the 
Session  on  the  above  date. 

State  of  North  Carolina.  Bladen  County,  Brown  Marsh  Congregation.  A  fair  and 
accurate  Journal  of  all  matters  transacted  in  the  Session  of  said  Congregation 
from  the  time  the  Rev^  John  D.  MacFarland  became  stated  Pastor  in  said  Church  &c. 

April  8th  1815  the  Re-vd  John  D.  MacFarland  a  Licentiate  belonging  to  the  Presby- 
tery of  Fayetteville,  who  was  called  to  the  care  of  the  Brown  Marsh  Congregation 
was  ordained  pastor  of  said  congregation  by  Presbytery  at  Black  River  Chapel 
composed  of  the  Rev*1  Messrs  Sam1  Stanford,  Colin  Mclver,  L.  Turner,  Malcom  Mac 
Nair,  Murdock  MacMillan,  John  Maclntire,  Allan  MacDougald,  Robert  Tate.  The 
Revd  Sam1  Stanford  preached  the  orgination  sermon,  the  Revd  Colin  Maclver  pre- 
sided and  gave  the  charge.  Present  from  the  Marsh,  Dan1  McKeithan,  Dunc  McColl, 
John  Taylor,  Dan1  Taylor,  John  McKay,  Elders. 

On  the  third  Sabbath  in  September  l8l5  the  sacrament  of  the  Lord's  Supper  was 
administered  by  the  Re^  John  D.  MacFarland........... the  following  persons  were 

examined  as  young  communicants,  viz:  Neill  MacKay,  Katharine  McCall,  Katharine 
MacKeithan,  the  whole  number  of  communicants  was  228. 

October  6th  1816,  the  sacrament  of  the  Lord's  Supper  was  administered  at  Brown 
Marsh  Meeting  House...... added  to  the  Church  at  this  several  of  the  young  fol- 
lowing communicants,  viz:  Mrs.  Mary  MacCall,  Jane  Ray,  Sarah  Porter  an  adult 
baptized  Nepsey  White,  Sarah  Campbell,  Isabel  Campbell 
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Tenth  Session  of  the  Presbytery  of  Fayetteville  Brown  Marsh  Church,  April  3,  1818, 

The  Revd  John  D,  MacFarland  who  was  ordained  pastor  of  the  Brown  Marsh  Church 
has  on  the  3rd  day  of  May  1818  took  his  leave  of  the  said  Marsh  Congregation 
and  moved  into  South  Carolina 

Brown  Marsh  Church,  Bladen  County,  Saturday  7th  November  1818  Session  met  at 
the  call  of  their  present  moderator,  present  Rev4  Colin  Mclver,  Moderator 
with  Messrs  Alexander  McColl,  Daniel  McKeithan,  John  Taylor,  John  Darrach,  John 
McKay,  Duncan  McColl,  Daniel  Shaw  &  John  Blue,  Ruling  Elders.    Opened  with 
prayer.  Session  made  application  to  the  Revd  Colin  Mclver  for  a  stated  supply 
of  Ministerial  services  and  he  agreed  on  terms  mutually  understood 

Brown  Marsh  Church,  22nd  August  1819.   Session  met  at  the  call  of  the  Moderator. 

The  following  resolution  was  unanimously  adopted,  viz:  Resolved  that 

the  Session  regard  as  an  affective  dispensation  of  God's  Providence  the  death 
of  Mr.  Dougald  Blue  whose  life  as  a  member  of  this  Session  they  are  now  called 
to  mourn;  who  departed  this  life  on  yesterday  at  9  o'clock  in  the  morning  and 
whose  mortal  remains  were  at  10  o'clock  this  day  deposited  in  the  dust;  and  that 
this  Session  will  always  retain  a  lively  recollection  of  the  excellency  of  his 
character;  his  usefulness  as  a  member  of  this  Session  and  an  officer  of  this 
Church.......... 

After  sixteen  months  of  faithful  labor  in  the  Gospel  ministry  to  us  the  Brown 
Marsh  congregation  on  the  evening  of  the  12th  of  December,  1819,  the  Rev4  Colin 
Mclver  took  his  leave  after  stating  the  inconveniencies  that  attended  the  long 
distance  he  had  to  come  unto  us  and  after  recommending  us  to  the  Lord  God  of 
the  vineyard  and  beseeching  the  Most  High  to  take  us  under  His  care  and  keeping, 
bad  us  farewell. 

Brown  Marsh  Church,  1st  of  July  1820.   The  Session  of  said  Marsh  Congregation 
has  agreed  with  the  Rev4  John  Herrington  a  Licentiate  belonging  to  the  Presbytery 
of  Fayetteville  for  six  months  labor  in  the  Gospel  ministry. 

Brown  Marsh  Church  2£th  of  February,  1821.   Session  made  application  to  the 
Revd  Samuel  Stanford  for  a  stated  supply  of  Ministerian  services  and  he  agreed 
on  terms  mutually  understood  between  himself  and  this  session......... 

After  twelve  months  of  faithfull  labor  the  Rev4  Samuel  Stanford  in  the  Gospel 
ministry  to  us  the  Brown  Marsh  Congregation  on  the  evening  of  the  2lith  March 
1822  preached  us  a  farewell  sermon  on  the  following  words:  Finally  my  brethren 
farewell,  be  perfect,  be  of  good  comfort,  be  of  one  mind,  live  in  peace,  and  the 
God  of  love  and  peace  "shall  be  with  you. 

Brown  Marsh  Church  29th  October,  1825.  Session  made  application  to  the  Rev 
Robert  Tate  for  a  stated  supply  of  ministerial  serviced  and  he  agreed  on  terms 

mutually  understood  between  himself  and  this  Session ....He  continued 

to  discharge  his  duty  as  a  Minister  of  the  Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ  until  Tuesday 
the  3rd  day  of  April,  1828,  on  which  day  he  preached  the  valedictory  sermon. 

BROW  MARSH  NEW  CHURCH,  Saturday,  the  13th  December,  1828.  The  Rev4  Mr.  Hammer 
of  Fayetteville  preached  the  dedication  sermon  in  said  new  church  at  the  close 
of  said  sermon  baptized  7  infant  children  whose  names  will  be  found  on  our 
baptismal  records... 

Thirty  Sixth  Session  of  the  Presbytery  of  Fayetteville,  B.  M.  Chapel,  9th  April, 
1831.   Thus  far  examined  &  approved.  R.  Tate,  Mod. 
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Brown  Marsh  Church,  April  16th,  1831.   Session  constituted  with  prayer.  Members 
present  the  Revd  William  Brobston,  Moderator,  Elders,  John  Darrach,  Daniel  Shaw, 
Duncan  McColl,  John  Taylor.  Miss  Mary  Shaw  presented  herself  for  examination 
on  experimental  religion  preparatory  to  uniting  with  this  church 

Thirty  Eighth  Session  of  Fayetteville  Presbytery,  Centre  Church,  16th  April, 
1832.

The  deceased  died  the  10th  September  186U  in  the  55th 
year  of  his  age,  Thus  in  the  prime  of  life  when  he  was  able  to  bring  to  bear 
in  the  Counsels  of  the  Church  his  intellectual  powers,  naturally  strong,  well 
cultivated  and  enriched  by  an  experience  of  nearly  half  a  century  he  was  ceased 
by  that  fatal  disease  consumption  which  preyed  upon  his  vitals  for  the  last  two 
years  until  at  last  his  constitution  gave  way  and  he  quietly  fell  asleep  in  the 
arms  of  Jesus.  He  left  a  wife  and  six  children  to  mourn  their  loss.  In  his 
death  the  church  has  lost  an  exemplary  member  and  an  efficient  officer,  the 
community  has  lost  one  of  its  most  enterprising  and  accomodating  citizens. 
But  we  mourn  not  as  those  who  mourn  without  hope,  for  we  rejoice  in  the  belief 
that  our  brother  has  been  transferred  from  the  Church  Militiant  to  the  Church 
Triumphant.
